upper wells are supplemented by an infiltra- 
tion gallery, consisting of a series of coarse, 
open-jointed cement pipes spanning the 
sands of the creek at a depth of from six to 
twelve feet, the gallery having a collecting 
capacity of 250 miner’s inches, emptying 
into a large underground cement sump. 
The gallery will supply gravity water for 
perhaps six months each year. The water 
is boosted from the sump into the mains 
along the foothills, with a maximum head of 
170 feet, to “booster” No. 4, from which 
point the water gravitates to all portions of 
the system excepting two small areas to be 
served by other “boosters.” The eastern, 
or upper division, supplied principally by 
this infiltration gallery, with a battery of 
three shallow wells, will supply all the win- 
ter water for both frrigation and domestic 


use. 
MAIN WATER SUPPLY. 


The valley wells, three miles west of 
Terra Bella. are twelve in number, with 
depths ranging from 550 to 1080 feet. Par- 
tial tests have shown production ranging 
from 100 to 177 miner’s inches on the ten 
wells that are fully equipped. These wells 
will be called upon when the water recedes 
in the upper works, or whenever the de 
mand for irrigation water exceeds the ca 
pacity of the upper works. 

The wells are equipped to one-half tested 
capacity, fifty-inch and seventy-five-inch 
multi-stage, deep-well turbine pumps being 
used, driven by twenty-horse-power and 
forty-horse-power motors, respectively, 4. 
rectly connected. The average lift of all the 
valley plants from the water in the wells, 
when pumping to the surface of the filled 
reservoir at the main pumping station, is 
108 feet. 

The wells are placed a quarter of a mile 
apart and they all empty into a thirty-inch 


PLAN OF ADMINISTRATION. 

The district has an authorized issue 
of $17,000,000, thirty years at 6 per 
cent., approved and validated by the Irriga- 
tion District Bond Commission. The district 
affairs are administered by a board of five 
directors, treasurer, assessor and tax collec 
tor, the operation of the district being simi- 
lar to that of a county or municipality. 

The district comprises 12,000 acres, 2000 
acres being planted in citrus and deciduous 
fruits, olives, figs, grapes, etc., with all sorts 
of fruit crops abundantly proven. Soil and 
climatic conditions are suitable for the 
growing of a wide variety of fruit crops, and 
the water supply is now assured. 4 

The Terra Bella district is on the east 
side branch of the Southern Pacific eight 
miles south of Porterville, and about 200 
miles north of Los Angeles. It is in the 
widely known early orange belt of Tulare 
county. Olive trees here are free from smut 
and scale and produce large crops. A to- 
mato cannery at Terra Bella affords oppor- 
tunity to grow this fruit between rows of 
young trees. Alfalfa, wheat farming and 
large stock interests in the near-by foothills 
add to the productive wealth of the com- 
munity. 

Terra Bella townsite has all modern im- 
provements except gas. The streets are 
graded and lined with shade and ornamental 
trees, and have cement walks and curbing. 
A circulating water system, septic sewer- 
age system, telephone exchange, modern 
hotel, banking house, weekly newspaper. 
grammar school and a full line of mercantile 
establishments combine to make a good 
start for a modern town.

F THERE ever was a time when close 

culling in the growing flocks was urgent, 

it certainly is now, because feed stuffs 
are costly, labor high and all supplies more 
or less exorbitant in price. Indeed, it is no 
time in which to feed poor specimens, much 
less “monkey” with ailing members of the 
lock. Even the market poultryman should 
eliminate the wasters, rather than feed 
them for a single moment beyond a market- 
able age and condition. The whole endeavor 
should be to produce quality, and discard all

Such spec- 
imens may possess “points” of merit, but 
they will never make robust nor profitable 
birds. They should be put in condition for 
the butcher.

No birds will develop profitably unless made 
to work at least for the larger portion of 
their grub. Proper environment, wholesome 
feeding in variety and plenty of work

serve in the robust growth to maturity of 
growing stock. 

The subject of balanced rations is not 
only an elastic subject, but one in which 
there is a wide diversity of opinion. During 
the past twenty-five years preparatory poul- 
try foods to meet almost every purpose have 
come into wide use, and for the most part 
with profitable results to the poultry farmer. 
Indeed, there are those who are quite firmly 
convinced that there is as much profit in 
buying foods ready for use as there can be 


Among such are feathered legs on chicks ol 
the smooth-legged varieties, or scantily fur- 


 mished legs on the feathered legged sorts, 


together with color faults of a pronounced 
mature that will not be outgrown. Such 
birds should never be used in the breedin 
yards, but the females may be maintained 
u good layers; the males, however, should 
be eliminated. 


As has already been intimated, close cull- 
ing is an art that requires experience and 
keen observance. To breed any variety true 
to type and color scheme is only possible 
in careful mating; to possess an even qual- 
ity flock is only possible by eliminating the 
unfit. Systematic culling is quite as im- 
portant as any other one function that 
stands for success in poultry culture—and 
in these strenuous times of changing values 
it is an imperative operation that cannot be 
wholly ignored 


Care of Growing Stock. 


The veriest tyro in poultry culture knows 
(if he knows anything) that food has four 
primary functions, vis, to maintain organic 
structure; to generate heat; to energize the 
system; and to lay up a reserve store for 
emergency. In meat fowls the last men- 
tioned will consist of surplus flesh; with 
laying breeds, in the production of egés. 
But these are not the only elements to con- 
sider with growing stock; there is the de- 
velopment of growth to maturity. As eco 
nomic adjuncts the growing birds should be 
well housed, their environment conducive to 


mites and freedom from disease. ; 

The main thing in feeding growing stock 
is to keep it coming right along, so that a 
robust development will be attained without 
any checks. This is not a problem in the 
higher mathematics nor in chemistry; but 
one of wholesome and liberal feeding along 
intelligent lines.

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F THE important elements of fertiliz-

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HOLSTEIN MEN JUBILANT OVER 
NEWEST RECORDS OF THE BREED. 


NTHUSIASM prevails among Holstein 
breeders throughout the country on 
account of the number of big records 


in milk production which have recently] 


been made by representative cows of this 
breed. Among three cows mentioned in re 
cent reports from tue Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation headquarters at Brattleboro, Vt., 
is a California cow, Tilly Akcartra, owned by 
A. W. Morris & Sons of Woodland. At the 
age of 9 years this cow is the champion 
long distance producer, having given in five 
years the enormous amount of 123,351 
pounds of milk and 4856.5 pounds of butter. 

When she dropped her sixth calf, the own. 
ers decided to put her on test for a year’s 
recopd; during this test she set a mark for 
seven days of 40.56 pounds of butter out of 
729.1 pounds of milk; This makes Tilly Al 
cartra the twenty-fifth Holstein cow to enter 
the forty-pound class. 


A WORLD'S RECORD. 


The world's record for butter production 
in thirty days has recently been broken by 
the pure-bred Holstein cow, Fairview Korn- 
dyke Mata, a native of New York State, with 
a total of i85.31 pounds from 3216 pounds of 
milk. According to the Holstein-Friesian 
Society, this merely breaks the record held 
by another Holstein, Ormsby Jane Segis 
Aagzie, with 183.11 pounds to her credit. 
Fairview Korndyke Mata was bred by E. H. 
Dollar, Heuvelton, N. Y., and at the time the 
record was made was owned by Oliver 
Cabana, Jr., of Elma Center, N. V. She was 
sired by Pontiac Korndyke; her dam is 
Princess Matador. She is 6% years old. The 
same cow recently completed a seven-day 


test, laurels as the twenty-third 
Holstein to join the forty-pound class. Her 
record of 46.71 pounds of butter for the 
week is the second highest made 

That her owner was justified in buying 
her for $10,000 is indicated by the fact that 
the junior 4-year-old cow, Verona De Kol 
Beets, has recently entered the forty-pound 
class by producing in seven days 40.08 
pounds of butter from 720.9 pounds of milk. 
She was bought at this figure by J. T. Shan-| 
ahan of Aurora, N. Y., at the Worcester sale 
last June.

JOURNEY TO BERLIN. 


Up to the very moment of the 
departure of the train he wavered 
continually, and showed signs of 
breaking his promise, so that it be- 
came my duty to travel in public 
with him and his rabble of followers 
from Switzerland to Berlin. To that 
journey, and the conduct imposed 
upon me by the conditions of my 
mission, I attribute the belief in Rus- 
sia that the fellow will be found 
somewhere in my own proximity.

SANTA MONICA, March 23.— 
Alarmed over its rapidly diminish- 
ing circulation in the Santa Monica 
Bay district, the Los Angeles Ex- 
aminer has sent Fred H. Killick. 
“special Hearst representative,” to 
meet theb usiness men and former 


subscribers, to induce them, if pos- 
sible, to renew their subscriptions to 
the Examiner. 
meet the business men and former 
Mayor Berkley and Chief of Po- 
lice Ferguson, to demand an ex- 
plantation of the “third degree” giv- 
en to a subscription solicitor who 
had made himeelf obnoxious to a 
number of loyal families by his 
denunciations of Great Britain. 

Killick spoke freely to the Santa 
Monica business men as to his 
mission. He said he wanted to 
correct a misapprehension over Mr. 
Hearst's attitude on the war. He 
carried a portfolio .filled with edi- 
torlals and clippings tending to 
show that Willie Randolph has 
occasionally strongly supported the 
administration and said that the 
Hearst papers are especially anx- 
fous to counteract the pernicious in- 
fluence of journals like The Times. 
He freely admitted that The Times 
had greatly increase ite Santa 
Monica Bay circulation at the ex- 
pense of the Examiner, but in- 
sisted that the reason for it was a 
terrible nderstanding “Mr. 
Hearst's lofty patriotism.” 

Killick, reported, made many 
inquiries 2 —.— & secret meet- 
ing of a vigilance committee in 
Santa Monica, in which the Hearst 
papers were denounced by several 
speakers eas unpatriotic and dan- 
cerous to the common weal.

T HAS often been sald, “There 
aren't any ‘old men’ in the pic- 
business.”

Fruit under certain conditions, can 
stand a remarkeble degree of cold 
while under different circumstances, 
fruit will be killed entirely or bad- 
ly damaged by comparatively in- 
significant temperature changes. 

Texas being a State of wide ex- 
tent with a variety of soils and} 
climates, likewise hes a wide variety 
of fruits ranging from the citrug to 
apples. Down . gulf-warda, the 
orange is just beginning to be recog- 

nized as a commercial] possibility, 
while in those portions of the State 
where the elevation is sufficient, 
some of the finest apples in the 
United States are being produced.

[fas much as, or more than, ever, 
but that one has almost ceased to 
be able to enjoy him. For myself, I 
can say that I have not only ceased 
to enjoy him, but I can go farther 
and edd that there are certain of 
his compositions which I feel it is 
impossible ever to listen to again. 
The B-Minor Scherzo, which has 
been played by almost every pianist 
this season, and every other season 
since it was written, finds a deaf ear 
with me, and the Tuberose Nocturne, 
the Monastery Nocturne, the Storm 
Prelude and the perennial Berceuse 
can strike no responsive chord in 
my bosom. They are as geraniums 
to the Californian, or pineapples to 
the Hawaiian. They are lost to me 
forever. These few that I have men- 
tioned are only a small number of 
the everlasting list of Chopin which 
have become unendurable from con- 
stant repetition. Their name is 


n. 
Next to Chopin. who has probably 
suffered most and ca most suf- 


fering at the hands of the virtuos!, 
comes Liszt—at least with the ‘pi- 
anists. The Liest rhapsodies are 
dead these many years, but still the 
traveling virtuosi continue to play 
them. Even one #0 new tempera- 
mentally as Leo Ornstein actually 
had the singular idea of putting two 
Liszt rhapsodies on one programme. 
I thought at first that he was choos- 
ing them with the intent of startling 

e unenlightened Westerner, but, to 

y utter amazement, I find that he 
played the same programme. even to 


this Winter! Carnegie Hall suffers 
more than Trinity Auditorium from 
the warhorses.

I could not believe it when I heard 
it come from the superb hands of 
Yeaye, and even Maud Powell, Amer- 
ican, modern as to theories, and a 
woman, which is to say a rebel, 
played it.

played Vieuxtempes. the 
reason is simple. Vieuxtemps was a 
teacher of violin, and he knew how 
best to give the impression of the 
greatest virtuosity with the least 
possibile effort, but his compositions, 
as such, are of no especial value; at 
least they are not of sufficient mu- 
sical importance to Warrant this per- 
petual playing of. them. They are 
not great works of art, ahd there is 
no justification for preserving them 
simply because they lay well for the 
violinist. Why have we had no 
more Bach, whose compositions, for 
whatever instrument, are worth 
hearing repeatediy? Kreisler usual- 
ly plays him, and Yeaye and Timm- 
ner gave us the great concerto for 
two violins, but who else? Zimbal- 
ist played a Cesar Franck Sonata, 
but for the rest it has been Wienlaw- 
ski, Vieuxtemps, Paganini, et cie. 
We have had far too much Saint 
Saens, also, and too many Russian 
dances. 


The singers, toe, have outdone 
themselves. It is said, by them, that 
the reason f the barrenness ot 
their program ie that they are 
singing Ally programmes, but that 
is no excuse, for it is only the work 
of the living Germans that is banned 
from the concerts. We may still 
listen to the Lieder—to Brahms, 
Schubert, Schumann, Wolf, Franz 
and the many others that are out 
of this war. There is really no more 
reason for banishing the antebellum 


ishing the Old English. and we have 
had no end of Old English this year. 
The point of the remark made at 
the Gamut Club, then, is simply this: 
that our own musicians have had it 
so thoroughly impressed upon them 
that the local public does not care 
to hear them for themselves, that 
they offer more interesting music by 
way of inducement.

This precess of downward indus- 
trial evolution 1a tending toward the 
ultimate elimination of all enter- 
Prises, the closing down of all 
tories not working directly or indi- 
rectly in the military interest, with 
the exeaption of the relatively few 
that must be permitted to survive 
in order to supply the minimum re- 
quirements of the people: 
excepting, too, those few fortunate 
non-war industries which are per- 
mitted to continue because 
the present export value of their 
products, by helping to bolster up 
the mark exchange, outweighs the 
saving in man power, coal and trans- 
portation, which could be effected 
by closing them down, and, lastly. 
such luxury industries in which the 
possible war eceunomy is dispropor- 
tionately small to the capita] loss 
involved.

But the power of the military does 
not end here; they aleo control and 
dictate prices for basic and finished 
war materials. Reversing their price 
policy in the early stages of the war, 
when money Was no object, volume 
and early delivery everything, and 
when to increase production and 
quick deliveries the military authori- 
ties paid almost any price asked, 
and themselves offered rapidly jump- 
ing prices, 1918 sees them striv- 
ing to check the sensational rise in 
prices all along the line, relying en- 
tirely on preasure of military author- 
ity to keep volume and speed of pro- 
duction at the present maximum. 

They have come to realize that the 
vicious circle of increasing prices if 
allowed ta run on indefinitely would 
prove a grave danger to Germany in 
the last phase of the war, and that 
there must be a limit to the increase 
of production through constantly in- 
creasing prices. The determination 
on the part of the military authori- 
ties finally to set this limit has made 
itself particularly sharply felt in the 
fron and steel industry, where for 
the first time during the war/19818 
brings with it no boost in prices 
Though all freight tariffs have un- 
dergone an average increase of 15 
per cent., and the cost of labor and 
raw materials is still steadily going 
up, the iron and steel industry is told 
it must carry these increasing bur- 
Gens itself. j 

In many fron and steel plants, as a 
result of this drastic military price 
policy, there are whole departments 
which are being operated without a 
pfennig of profit, and still others run 
at an actual lowes. It is argued thet 
the war industries in the past have 
made such swollen profits that from 
now on they can afford to disgorge. 
and lose a little money, if necessary, 
for the Fatherland. The policy of 
stopping the advance of prices with 
an unbreakable Hindenburg line, 
even though heavy financial losses 
are inflicted, will in 1918 be extend- 
ed to many other industries.

The administrative 
organs of the government, from 
highest to lowest, are vying with 
one another and the military in 
shackling private initiative and in- 
dividual enterprise at every turn. 
Free competition is being strangled 
with compulsory syndicates or help- 
lessly tangled up in a network of 
oficial maximum prices for all pos- 
sible products, prohibitions against 
the formation of new companies or 
the building of new manufacturing 
plants, even import and export pro- 
hibitions in the several Federal 
States, provinces, cities and counties. 
A Good of official decrees and ordi- 
nancea, frequently contradictory 
senseless, swamping the German 
business world. 

Syndication under government 
pressure is no novelty. In the 
first year of the war. the government 
compelled the renewal of the coal 
syndicate, and in 1916 it was instru- 
mental in bringing about the cement 
ayndicate. The Itiplieation of con- 
trol indicates clearly that, es the war 
continues, all industrial Germany 
will tend to become a complex of 
Mate controlled trusts The State to- 
day exerts its pressure positively. in 
the form of a categorical imperative 
to compulsory syndication. 

The laudable soap industry has se- 
cured its place in German economic 
history as being the rst to taste the 
ruthiess interference of the State. 
Motivated bv the shortage of fats and 
oils, the soap industry was compelled 
to organize itself into a «vndicate, in 
which the government had the de- 
Sve say in all important questions. 
More than half the plents in the in- 
dustry were close’; down, the re- 
mainder placed a contingent 
basis, their production fixed and the 
pooled profits distributed among all 
the members of the syndicate, those 
put out of business sharing on the 
pro-rata basis of their peace time 
production. 

A similar fate befell the shoe in- 
dustry, only enough factories being 
permitted to keep going for which 
there was sufficient raw material 
available to operate them at full ca- 
pacity. The state has compelled the 
closing down of many plants in the

material ghortage; the cotton mills 
being the first to go, the silk fac- 
tories the last to hold out. The 
textile industry has, however, nar- 
rowly escaped compulsory syndica- 
tion only because the perfection of 
the new paper thread spinning proc- 
ess provided unexpected raw ma 
terial. 
SOCIALISM vs INDIVIDUALISM. 
This year sees a dramatic climax 
in the struggle between state Social- 
iam and individualism. German busi- 
ness has become aroused to the 
Trades and 


signs of passive resistance to the 
encroachments of the state; there is 
at a beginning tendency on the 
part of business to assert ite rights 
to life, liberty and the pursuit of 
profits, and there are instances >of 
= rebellion against state dicta- 
on. 

The German leather manufactur- 
ers have been the first to take a de- 
termined stand against forcible un- 
jon, on the ground that they could 
not hold their own in the markets 
of the world after the war in syndi- 
cate k The decree for the 
syndication of the beer-brewing in- 
dustry was promulgated, but aroused 
such a unanimous stormy opposition 
in all branches of the trade that 
the state has not dared to enforce 
it, though the immediate object to 
be obtained was the mobilization of 
the 12,000 tons of copper tied up in 
Germany's breweries and the effect- 
ing of a 50 per cent. saving of coal. 
The brewing industry is proving that 
it is possible to effect the same econ- 
omies by voluntary agreements with- 
in the industry itself; and there is 
more than a suspicion that in its 
passion for bringing about new 
syndicates the government may have 
ulterior motives, buch as paving the 
way for monopolies as future new 
sources of revenue. 

“THE DREAD CRISIS AFTER THE 

WAR.“ 

While state Socialism is constant- 
ly striving to bring about consolida- 
tions, super-trusts and monopolies, 
curiously enough irresistible eco- 
nomic forces, exploit the abnor- 
mal war conditions, ve driven 
Germany in the same direction—into 
an era of fusions witnout state in- 
terference. The increasing intensity 
of the struggle for economic ex- 
istence and the fear of going under, 
particularly in the dreaded crisis 
after the war, makes the weaker en- 
terprises peculiarly amenable to ab- 
sorption: while for the powerful 
corporations, gobbling up their less 
powerful rivais ie an attractive pos- 
sibility of consolidating part of their 
huge paper war profits. 

The fusion fever has spread to al! 
branches of big business, finance and 
industry. The giants of the potas? 
syndicate have secured for them- 


selves a bigger share in the potash 
Kartell by annexing smaller con- 
cerns. In the cement syndicate some 
of the leaders have improved their 
position by absorbing a series of 
smaller cement works. Particularly 


compre-/ significant have been the fusions in 


the Silesian cement industry. Un- 
der prevailing abnormal war condi- 
tions the system of Kartells and 
pools, far from preventing individual 
members from gaining a predomi- 
nant position, seems rather to fos- 
ter it. 

The progress of concentration and 
fusion within the brewing industry 

been particularly rapid; the 
ote of elimination and absorp- 
tion will in time leave the control 
of the entire industry in the hands 
of a few giant corporations. The 
chemical industry is a veritable hot- 
bed for trusts and potential monopo- 
lies. The whole trend of the times 
is toward trusts, supertrusts and mo- 
nopolies. 

The expansion and absorption 
movement has been most startling 
in the banking world. Germany to- 
Gay has an undisputed money trust. 
The big three, the Deutsche Bank. 
the Disconto Gesellschaft and the 


German organization has over- 
looked no department of life; but 
perhaps the most grievous sufferer 
continues to be legitimate commerce 
and trade. There has come an al- 
most complete elimination of free 
commerce, through the organization 
of the so-called “Kriegsgesellisechaf- 
ten,” or “War Companies,” on which 
the state confers the absolutely mo- 
nopolistic right to buy and deal in 
specified commodit haps the 
most virulent form which state So- 
clalism has taken on in Germany 
and one not unlikely to prove in- 
curable after the war. 
PROFITS TO THE STATE. 


At the beginning of 1818 there 
were 140 of these mixed private- 
and-state monopolistic enterprises 
all, with a solitary exception, located 
in Berlin, and all alike in the fact 
that the bulk of their profits, if any. 
flows into the coffers of the state. 
Their ponderous names, often craw!- 
ing across a whole page in one word 
of thirty or forty letters, are self- 
explanatory; the list of them fe at 
the same time a complete official 
index expurgatorius of German coni- 
merce and trade. 

Most important and best known in 
Germany are the Imperia! Grain Bu- 
reau and the Central Purchasing 
Company, popularly known as the 
. E. 6.“ The Imperial Grain Bu- 
rau is the first-born of the British 
blockade, to which it owes its con- 
tinued existence. It has the com- 
plete monopoly of grat for all Ger- 
many, including both the buying and 
the distributing, and the regular 
grain trade, particularly the middle- 
man, has squeezed out. Its 
principle of operation is relatively 
simple. It has two commissionaries, 
working on commission, in every 
producer district throughout Ger- 
many, who buy up the entire con- 
fiscated grain crop, over and above 
what the producer is legally entitled 
to keep. As fast as the railroads 
can move it, the grain crop is got 
inte government elevators, mostly 
bullt in the early stage of the war, 
and then apportioned to the munici- 
palities as needed. The Imperial 
Grain Bureau is unique among Ger- 
man war companies for having ful- 
filled ite purpose perfectly, and no 
reasonable fault has ever been found 
with it—one of the bright spots of 
state Socialism. 

Not so the “Zentrale Einkaufs-Ge- 
selischaft.” or Central 


one of the most important is at the 
same time the most sharply criti- 
cilsed and violently abused of the 
war corporations, the object of flerce 
attacks in parliament and out, and 
the most frequently damned by pub- 
ne and business world. The 2. R. 
G.“ is one of the world’s biggest 
importing and wholesale grocery 
houses; it has over 4000 employees, 
its head offices occupy half a dozen 
Berlin hotels, confiscated by the gov- 
ernment, and its agents swarm in all 
accessible neutral countries. It has 
an absolute monopoly for the im- 
portation of all foreign grain and 
grain products, including malt, and 
for neutral butter, margarine, 
cheese, fish, feed, fertilizer, lard, live 
stock, meat and meat products, eggs, 
condensed milk and milk powder as 
its other principal specialties. 
STATE WAR MONOPOLIES. 


The startiing extent to which pri- 
vate enterprise ‘is strangled end the 
freedom of trade shackled by these 
State war monopolies may be gath- 
ered from a small selection. There 
is the “Trockenkartoffelverwertungs- 
geselischaft" (forty letters

Plants, the War Lubricating Olls 
Corporation, the War Phosphate 
Corporation, the Supervision Bureau 
for Sea Mussels, the Margarine Cor- 
poration, the German Tobacco Trad- 
ing Companies of 1916, the Shoe 
Manufacturing and Distributing 
Companies, the Central Bureau for 
Sulphate Distribution, the Imperial 
Distribution Bureau for Eggs, the 
War Committee for “Ersatz” Feed, 
the Imgertal Bureau for Wood Pulp, 
the Imperial Rureau for Print Pa- 
per and the War Economy Bureau 
for the German Newspaper Business. 

In addition to these there are the 
War Wool Requirements Corpora- 
tion; the Imperial Clothing Bureau;

| Through the monopolistic privi- 
| leges and powers conferred on the 
war companies, the principal food- 
| stuffe and other necessaries of life 
have been taken out of the free mar- 
ket and the corresponding trade 
virtually put out of business.

While the increasing practice of 
fixing maximum prices, has had the 
desired result of retarding the rise in 
the cost of living. and has made pos- 
sible and at least partial State con- 
tro] of the irresistible upward tend- 
ency of all prices, maximum prices 
are today a discouraging and demor- 
alizing factor in many still strug- 
gling, surviving branches of business.

How maximum price ridden Ger- 
many is may be gathered from the 
fact that nearly half a hundred max- 
imum price ordinances have been 
promulgated by the imperial govern- 
ment and the Prussian state alone, 
in addition to the legion of local 
maximum prices fixed by the acting 
commanding generals in the several 
army corps districts, by pro 
county, district and borough au- 
thorities, and by the governments of 
the several federal states.

Of all of Germany's innumerable 
attempts to escape the pressure of 
the British blockade and America's 
embargo by legal ordinances, the 
most curious development is the 
local embargo. The instinct of seit- 
preservation has caused individual 
states, provinces, counties and even 
small communities to declare and 
strictly enforce thousands of local 
embargoes, such as Southern Ger- 
many'’s embargo on fresh fruit. The 
local embargo has helped to feed 
the peculiar German civic: vice of 
particulariem; the local embargo is 
generally the outer and visible sign 
of a pretty material selfishness, a 
tendency to regard oneself not as a 
citizen of the German empire, but 
of Bavaria, Wurttenberg or 
sia. Nor can it be sald that the lo- 
cal embargo ie making for unity 
within Germany. On the contrary 
it tends to deepen the cleft be- 
tween city and country, and the in- 
equalities in different parts of the 
empire, in different provinces, or 
even districts, caused by local em- 
bargoes is a source of embittered 
feeling. 

WAR PROFITS ORDINANCES. 

One of the most serious minor 
menaces to legitimate business lies 
In the vague. ordnances against ex- 
cessive war profits, embodying, how- 
ever. heavy penalties The “war 
usury” law provides both fine and 
imprisonment for anyone who asks 
prices embodying an excessive profit 
for articles of daily necessity. No 
business man can possibly know 
where he is at, owing to the elastic- 
ity of the terms “necessaries of lite“ 
and “excessive profits.”
